had attained a stage of 13 feet above 
the low water mark. There was a two 
fcot rise during the twenty-four hours 
of Saturday a t Clinton. The water 
has spread over thousands of acres of 
low lands along the river, and there is 
considerable loss of property reported. 
The river is still rising rapidly, and a 
local rlverman predicts tha t it will 
reach a stage of six teen feet before 
the crest of the flood has passed. 
The current is running like a mill 
race, sweeping southward 
floating 
debris of all kinds, great logs, trees 
and branches, brush and driftwood. A 
peculiar feature of the water which is 
uow coming down from the north is 
its freedom from mud and sediment. 
The water is ex ceptionally clear. The 
fact that the greater part of the flood 
comes from the far northern tribu­ 
taries accounts for this. 


TALLEST 
FAMILY 
IN 
WORLD 


Residents of Adaline. Ogle County, 
Average 8 Feet. 5 Inches. 
The family of Jars Murra, said to 
be the tallest family in the world, re­ 
side at Adaline, in Ogle county.

FiDn Murra, aged 30, principal o' 
the school at St. Anne, 111., also pas­ 
tor of tbe advent church there, a 
graduate of the Theological college at 
Mendota, and of the Normal School 
at DeKalb, measures six foot four. 
Richard Murra, aged 28 , teacher of a 
large district school south of Pole, a 
graduate of high school and a student 
in Mrs. Carpenter’s Rockford Aoade- 
my, is the pride of the family. 
He 
measures 6 feet 4 inches, being square­ 
ly built and well developed, physically 
and mentally. 
Evert Murra, aged 26 is the prize 
winner, measuring seven 
feet one 
inch. He is a team ster and lives a t 
Forreston. G reat stories are told of 
his strength by Adaline friends. 
It 
is said be can lift a wagon box bodily 
from the ground and place it on top 
of a wagon load of lumber, with only 
small effort for him. 
TeDnie, the youngest daughter, wife 
of Charles Mullin, who resides near 
the father, measures six foot one inch.

According to tb e Chicago news­ 
papers, railroads and other b ig cor­ 
porations which ab out three years ago 
adopted the policy of refusing em­ 
ployment to men over 
thirty-five 
years have apparently come to tb e 
conclusion that the rule has failed to 
produce the results ex pected and In 
the nèar futx re it is likely tnat several 
of the Chicago railways and corpora­ 
tions that were tb e first to hail the 
innovation with delight will change 
their present rule and employ ex peri­ 
enced men at any age in any depart­ 
ment. 
The disastrous effect of too much 
youth, which has caused the reaction, 
has b een especially apparent in the 
operating department of several of the 
leading railways, and it has b rought 
home to heads of tb e roads the fact 
that in an emergency a man of forty 
or forty-five who is conversant with 
the details of his position is more re­ 
liab le than a b rilliant young man of 
twenty-five. 
The Chicago and Alton railroad, one 
of the first to make a cast iron rule 
b arring the niring of men over the 
age of thirty-five, has given notice 
that it will reserve the right to hire 
at least one-half the men in the oper­ 
ating departments from the ranks of 
ex perienced men regardless of age.

A Tokio disp atch giv es an official 
rep ort of an engagem ent last Friday 
th a t would lie quite a battle in any 
p rev ious w’ar. but which in this w ar 
is not more than a skirm ish, although 
the Jap s lost th irty killHl and 
185 
wounded. 
A fter noting three encoun­ 
ters in w hich the Jap s dislodged the 
R ussians from their p ositions in the 
’NVeiyuanp aonien, Cliam otu and Tasi- 
am otun districts the disp atch tells of 
a fight in the K angp iu district which 
began at 1 a. m. Friday, the Jap s rout­ 
ing the R ussian cav alry outp osts 
at 
Tienchiaw op eng, then attacked 
the 
Russ p osition at the southern end of 
Liaoyangw op eng. and 
occup ied th at 
p lace. 
At the sam e tim e the Jap s of the 
right column drov e the R ussians out 
of Lochm m p ou.nine miles east of Liao­ 
yangw op eng. shelling the enem y as he 
retreated and driv ing him into confu­ 
sion. 
The disp atch says th a t Liao­ 
yangw op eng w as occup ied by 5.000 of 
M istchenko’s 
cav alry 
w ith 
tw enty 
guns, and th a t the whole force retrea t­ 
ed to the northeast and northw est in 
great disorder—p anic-stricken and con­ 
fused. abandoning p rov isions and cloth­ 
ing. 
The Russian casualties are not

A disp atch from St. P etersburg de­

The Infinite desirability of foreknow­ 
ing the seasons for the benefit of hus­ 
bandmen is at once the opportunity of 
charlataus and the justification of na­ 
tional weather serv ices. 
It av ails iit- 
the methods of impostors 
or to brand them as fakirs. 
Tbe court 
of final resort must always U* a com­ 
parison of results, and such compari­ 
son ev ery one can now make for him­ 
self. Weather maps showing the actual 
conditions on ev ery day are now pub­ 
lished by practically ev ery civ ilized 
nation and are accessible to all, and 
all that Is needed to cure the most im­ 
plicit belief in alm anac predictions Is 
an honest comparison of these predic­ 
tions for a single season with the actual 
occurrences as shown by these maps. 
Conspicuous instances of failure, such 
as those of the artificial rain makers. 
! who a decade ago were giv en the full­ 
est opportunity to test and exploit their 
theories, or the colorless results of the 
extensiv e campaign of bombardment 
as a protection against hail, which has 
long been conducted in southern Eu­ 
rope. do not conv ince the credulous,

Gov ernment meteorologists are not 
l alone In the denunciation of the fal- 
j lacies, absurdities and pernicious ef­ 
forts of so called long range forecasts. 
• Professor Young, probably the fore­ 
most American astronomer, speaking 
of lunar influences, points out that the 
frequency of the moon's changes Is so 
great that It Is always easy to find In­ 
stances by which to v erify a belief that 
changes of the moon control conditions 
on the earth. 
A change of the moon 
necessarily occurs about once a week. 
All changes of the weather m ust there­ 
fore, occur within three and three- 
fourths days of a change of the moon, 
and one-half of all changes ought to oc­ 
cur within forty-six hours of a change 
In the moon ev en If there were no 
causal connection whatev er. 
Now, it 
requires only a v ery slight predisposi­ 
tion In fav or of a belief In the effectiv e­ 
ness of the moon’s changes to make 
one forget a few of the changes that 
occur too far from the proper time. 
Unquestionably there is a general de­ 
sire for an extension of the range of 
forecasts to cov er the near future and, 
if possible, the coming season. 
Some of the ablest scientists of the 
United States and Europe hav e dev oted 
much time and labor to the study of 
this probiem. 
They hav e consulted 
weather records of all countries, tak­ 
ing note of the dates of heav y storms 
and making comparison with the posi­ 
tion of the moon and planets to deter­ 
mine If there is any discov erable con­ 
nection between the mov ement of those 
minor bodies and the sweep of storm 
eddies in the earth's atmosphere.

casts, based upon some theory 
of cy­ 
cles or of planetary control.
